‘Boxing, like many other 

professional sports is a 
tough: grind, and out -of 
the’ hundreds who enter 
the fight game trying to 
make a name for them- 
selves, only a small ‘per- 
centage get to the top 
of the: bill. 


When he was 13 years of 
age, Alexander entered the 
boxing business as an amateur 
and fought in the Flyweight 
Division. Under the training 
and management of Hock Lee 
with whom he had a success- 
ful career, Alexander in 1941 
‘had his first professional fight 
which he won in third round 
on a knockout. 

Alexander after four months 

had entered six round events 
and in the process he was 
rated several times as being 
-the best preliminary fighter 
of the week by- newspaper 
ratings. 

For one so young, Alexan* 
der made rapid progress, as 
in June 1942 he had the 10 
event against’ Les 
Brooks .on a program, which 
featured Kid Young and 
Mickey Miller, who were 
fighting for a Featherweight 
Title, . 

“In October 1944 Alexander 


; reached the 12 round class on 


a double’ bill. His opponent 
was Les Fuller of New South 
Wales, who took the fight on 
a points decision. . 

The next main event far 
Alexander was ‘also a 12 
rolinder in which he knocked 
out Bluey Paxton in the 
ninth round, with what was 
described as a terrific right 
to the jaw. 

Mickey Francis, the National 
Baritam Champion, was the 
next rival for Alexander in 
a 12 three minute round 
event. Although Francis was 
tiring toward the end of this 
bout, he was able to hold off 
Alexander and take the fight 
on points. The next meet- 
ing by Francis and Alexan- 
der in 1945 was another 12 
rounder arid Alexander after 
lagging on points, flattened 
‘his opponent with a lightning 
left hook in the fifth round. 
With a weight advantage of 


‘| five pounds at 8.13, Alexan- 


der defeated’ Francis for the 
second time in a close finish 
at thé end of a 12-.round 


jAgainst an experienced 
Billy Tollis, Alexander in the 
‘lth round..of the bout 
knocked his opponent out af- 
ter having him down in the 
10th round. 

Hard punching Alexander 
had his next win, this time 
by a TKO in the iith round 
against Les Brooks. \ 

At the endlof 1945 Feather- 
weight Alexander was | de- 
feated by Alby McCarthy who 
was able to win by using 
spoiling tactics in what was 
described (a8 ‘a good clean 
fight. ‘McCarthy ‘again defea- 
ted Alexander in a return 
bout, this time by a TKO in 
the 9th round. But Alexan- 
der in this fight was conced- 
ing his opponent six pounds 
in weight. 

Alexander gained his Vic-' 
torian Featherweight title in 
May 1944 ‘by disposing off 
Len Young “by a KO in the 
third round of a scheduled 
15 round bout. 

Malayan Featherweight Kid 
Pancho defeated Alexander 
on points over 12 rounds at 
their first meeting in what 





proved to be a réal crowd 
pleaser. The return bout with 
Pancho resulted in-a win for 
Alexander, but on a narrow 
.{ points decision. - 

Another imported boxer Al- 
exander had to face up to was 


USA Featherweight Clint. 
Miller, who suffered~ defeat 
on points over.

a disputed result. Prior to 
this bout, Alexander) was 
named as second best Feather 
weight on Australian ratings 
for 1946, having only top 
ranking Eddie: Miller above 
him. After defeating Clint 
Miller for a second time, Al- 
exander decided to retire 
from boxing in 1947 owing 
to ili health, a 

When. he’ finally retired in 


.1 1949 after making a come- 


back, Alexander-had chalked’ 
up a total of 93 fights and he 
was undefeated in Victorian 
Featherweight title events. 

Alexander who has been 
available as Boxing Instruc- 
tor at the Altona ‘Youth 
Centre feels that.some of the 
essentials of becoming a good 
boxer are to have a first class 
trainer or manager and a 
»good home life,
